1 . \ (Three Times Amended) A system that uses structured representations to 
index recordings of activity, comprising: 

ak indexing device that indexes recordings of activity based on a user input; 
an bbject description file that stores at least one index; 

a us& input device that selects at least one item of the at least one index based 
on a user input; \ 

an asscfciation device that associates the selected at least one item with a 
recording of an activity; and 
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a playback system for replaying an indexed recording that allows simultaneous 

recording of activity while replaying an indexed recording. 

10. Vrhree Times Amended) A method of using structured representations to 
represent recordings of activity, comprising the steps of: 

indexing recordings of activity based on a user input; 
stoning at least one index; 

selecting at least one item of the at least one index based on a user input; 
recoraing an activity; 

associ ating the selected at least one item with the recorded activity; and 
replay ng an indexed recording with a playback system while simultaneously 
recording an activity.
